PREFACE 

It has been fully demonstrated during the last few 
years that the ability to spell comes through study and 
practice. If we would have good spellers, we must teach 
the subject as such, patiently, persistently, systematically, 
and thoroughly. 

The present volume is the outcome of long experience 
in teaching children of all ages. The authors have 
attempted to incorporate in the book just what teachers 
of all grades will find most effective and helpful. The 
work of Part I is intended for the first three years of 
a child's school life ; that of Part II for the four suc- 
ceeding years. 

The vocabulary in both parts of the book is exceedingly 
practical. Words are not introduced simply because they 
are unusual or catchy, but because the pupil will surely 
need them either in his school work, or later in the every- 
day business of life. 

The words are not grouped solely according to subject 
or to sound irrespective of difficulty; but while such group- 
ing does occur, and while the value of the association of 
ideas in teaching spelling is fully recognized, an attempt 
has been made to grade them in form as well as in mean- 
ing, so that the growth of the child's vocabulary may be 
steady and sure. 

The book is primarily a spelling hook. Other phases 
of word study and composition are, therefore, introduced 
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4 PREFACE 

only as auxiliary, for the purpose of illustrating and 
enforcing the definite study of spelling. 

Attention is especially called to the Suggestions on 
Teaching Phonics, and to the Phonic Tables which illus- 
trate the sounds. Daily drill upon these will so train 
the eye and the ear that pupils will be able both to pro- 
nounce and to spell correctly words which they have 
never seen. 

The diacritical marks do not appear in the lessons 
throughout the book, but are used only in connection with 
the phonic work. This feature cannot fail to win the 
approval of experienced teachers. 

Syllabication and accent have received very careful 
attention, in order that the child may learn the words 
accurately from the first, and that he may early learn to 
use the dictionary intelligently. Definite and systematic 
drill in the use of the dictionary is introduced in Part II. 

As soon as pupils are able to understand the formation 
and classification of words, practical lessons on prefixes, 
suffixes, and synonyms are introduced, and simple rules 
for spelling with examples and practice in their applica- 
tion are also provided. 

The comprehensive plan of frequently reviewing diffi- 
cult words or those commonly misspelled is a very valuable 
feature of the book. By a second study of all such words 
under different associations, while they are still fresh in 
mind, the pupil will be better able to fix them in his 
memory. 

The memory gems introduced throughout the book 
have been very carefully selected, and it is hoped that 
they will be found useful not only in illustrating the 
daily problems of school work but also in storing the 
mind with good and beautiful thoughts. 



SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS 

ON TEACHING PHONICS 

A knowledge of phonics, or the science of the sounds 
that letters and combinations of letters possess, is abso- 
lutely essential if one would be a good speller. There is 
only one way to give this phonetic knowledge to a child, 
and that is by systematic daily drilh. At first these drills 
should be confined to the mastery of the sounds that the 
different letters and combinations of letters represent. 
These drills, known as phonogram drills, should consume 
only three to five minutes each day^ and should be limited 
to those classes studying Part I of this book. It is ex- 
pected that by the time the pupils complete Part I, they 
will have mastered all the phonograms. 

Teach only one phonogram at a time. Be sure you 
know how to produce its sound yourself. Drill the pupils 
on this sound until — whenever the phonogram is shown 
to them — they can instantly produce it Go slowly and 
never teach a new sound until all those previously taught are 
thoroughly learned. It may take the pupils several lessons 
to master a single sound. Use the phonic tables to assist 
your pupils to learn the sounds represented by the differ- 
ent phonograms. Other words to illustrate the sounds 
can be found in Part I, or in any dictionary. In pro- 
nouncing the words in the phonic tables, as a help to the 
study of phonics, always have your pupils prolong that 
part of each word that represents the required sound.

Do not have the class spell these words. They occur 
later in the book for that purpose. 

Remember that a knowledge of phonics that is not ap- 
plied is a worthless accomplishment. Phonetic knowledge 
is essential to correct pronunciation. Give particular 
attention to the pronunciation of the children. There 
should be frequent drills, say once a week, in phonetic 
spelling. Let the teacher select some word (e.^. aw, ate^ 
in^ eacK)^ or a meaningless group of letters (e»g* ine, ight^ 
ame)^ and then build for the class a series of words by 
annexing the phonograms that combine with this word, or 
group of letters, to form words. Be sure not to use phono- 
grams which the pupils have not mastered. Do not begin this 
drill until ten or more consonant and compound phono- 
grams have been learned. Commence the drill by writing 
on the blackboard the common element (^e.g. an^ ight^. 
Then pronounce slowly and distinctly the first word in the 
series. Next have some child sound the phonogram that 
must be added to make the word. Do not tell him what 
it is^ but if necessary repeat the word. Finally have the 
pupil spell the word, which should then be written be- 
low the common element. Proceed in the same way with 
the other words in the series. By means of this drill 
you can teach the pupils to spell many words purposely 
omitted from this book. Be sure to teach the use of 
each new word spelled in these drills.
